Irrigation Project 


One Thousand Men Will be 


Employed on the Con- 


struction WorK 


The people of Western Nevada and 


Reno in particular have little realiza- 
tion of the vastness of the work that 
the government is about 'to perform 
here in order to reclaim the desert. 
The fact that one canal is to cost one 
million dollars and 
that there are 


others in contemplation in addition to 
expensive reservoirs ana lateral dit- 
ches does not at first appeal, but when 
the figures are considered it is rea- 
lized that the irrigation plans when 
consummated will increase the popu- 
lation of the state tenfold. 
The lower 


Truckee ditch 
alone will probably 


bring sixty-five thousand people here 
and support them in comfort. There 
Is no more conservative man In Reno 
than L. H. Taylor, the resident hy- 
drographer, but the 65,000 guess is his 
and is more liable to be under than 
over the mark. 


If 
the 
proposed Upper Truckee, 


Walker, Carson and Humboldt canals 
accomplish equal results, which they 
are liable to do in that the waters of 
the Truckee will be divided between 
these two canals, the increase in popu- 
lation throughout the state from the 
government work will be 325,000 peo- 
ple. 
Nevada 
will then become an 


agricultural state of no mean grade. 
It 
will be able to manufacture 
as 


well as produce crops. The increase 
in population will stimulate prospect- 
ing and the hundreds of low grade 
propositions in the state that now will 
not quite pay, will be worked at 
a 


profit. 


Truly the new birth of Nevada is at 


hand and great will be the Battle- 
born State after Uncle Sam has taken 
it under his wing and made amends 
for half a century of neglect.

The woik of surveying and prepar- 


ing data with which to convince the 
general government that the irrigation 
of Nevada's deserts is feasible is far- 
ther advanced than this work in other 
states. 
There is only one irrigation 


canal advertised for construction in 
the west and that is the great lower 
Truckee ditch. 
That matters have 


advanced to this stage here is due to 
excellent effoits of Resident Hydro- 
grapher Taylor. 
He has spent three 


years in measuring the flow of the 
river and its tributaties and survey- 
ing the lands that such a canal could 
command as well as devoting consid- 
erable time to the other waterways in 
the state. 


Mr. T'aylor can at present lay his 


hands on any sort of data desired r&- 
garding these streams. 
In his reports 


to the government he went into 
the 


minutiae in such a painstaking man- 
ner that at Washington there is more 
accurate knowledge of the'Streams of 
this state than is possessed by any 
resident of Nevada with the exception 
of Mr. Taylor. 


Bid§ were opened on the 15th of this 


month for the contract to construct 
the Lower Truckee ditch. 
It 
is a 


"ditch" that would float a seagoing 
vessel. The dimensions of it were gone 
into in a previous article in The Jour- 
nal and need not be repeated. 
It will 


be taken out between Reno and Wad- 
sworth and be extended a distance of 
31 miles to the head of the Carson 
sink. 
The bids for this contract all 


were in the neighborhood of one mil- 
lion dollars. 


Mr 
Taylor T\ill go to Denver 
on 


the 26th of this month to consult with 
Chief Engineer F. H. Newell about 
the bids. 
The contract will be 
let 


shortly thereafter. 
Mr. Taylor ex- 


pects that the contractor to whom the 


j work is let vvill begin the construction 


of the canal not later than September 
1st. 
The contractor will have four- 


teen months to complete it. 


One thousand men will be employed 


by the contractor and they will \\ork 
many months. 
The soi t of men that 


accept positions on such \\orks usual- 
ly spend their money as fast as they 
earn it. 
This is a fact the relation of 


which should cause tne business men 
of Reno to elevate their ears. It cer- 
tainly means busine&s. Heie is where 
the most of the money will be spent 
by the workmen. It will also be a base 
of supplies. 


By the time the canal is finished 


the contract will be let for the great 
storage leservoir at the h«>ad of 
the 


sink and in the meantime the laterals 
will be excavated. 
It will require two 


years to build the reservoir, but the ir- 
rigation of the lands below it will not 
be kept back for that length of time. 
There will be irrigation at first direct 
from the main canal and its laterals. 
Mr. Taylor believes that the canal 
and side ditches will be ready to de- 


li\er water by the spring of 1905. 


The Secietary of the Interior, Mr. 


Taylor believes, will shortly announce 
that poition of land commanded by 
the Lov.er Truckee ditch as open to 
entry under the irrigation act. 
It is 


very probable that the entries will be 
limited to 80 acres. 


When the day arrives for the open- 


ing of the section there promises to 
be a rush such as that when the Cher- 
okee strip and Oklahoma were thrown 
open. The government land office will 
be surrounded by a multitude of home 
seekers and there v,i\l certainly be an 
exciting few houis. 


Mr. Taylor is at present employing 


about one hundred men on surveys 
and soon he will have the Truckee 
river basin completely mapped. 


Nov. about the Upper Truckee canal. 


That is -what most greatly interests 
the people of Reno. Mr. Taylor shook 
his head v/hen asked about that por- 
tion of the proposed system. 
He said 


that the surveys have been made and 
that the route is a. feasable one, that 
the ditch line starts several miles 
above Verdi and crosses the Peavine 
summit near the old Emrna mine and 
skirts the valleys north of Reno. 
He 


said there are many thousand acres of 
irrigable lands in these valleys and 
that Reno would more than doubte in 
population as a result of the increased 
traffic •with these localities. 


But Mr. Taylor could not say when 


this work would be undertaken. 
It 


certainly will not be until the lower 
Truckee system is completed. There 
are more difficulties to overcome here 
than further down the river. 
Chief 


among these are water rights that in 
their suin total call for more water 
than is flowing in the stream at pres- 
ent, 
The engineering difficulties are 


also harder to conquer and the area of 
tillable .land is less than that in the 
Sink of the Carson. 


But thei e is another factor that goes 


toward convincing the writer that the 
Upper Truckee canal will ultimately 
be constructed. 
Senator 
Newlands 


has for years been working on this 
canal pioposition and he has holdings 
m the irrigable section amounting to 
about IS, 000 acres, which at present 
are valueless, but which he has offered 
to turn over to the government for 
re-entry at a veiy reasonable interest 
on his investment. 
Senator Newlands 


is a power in irrigation legislation and 
thiough his efforts the Upper Truckee 
canal will 
almost 
undoubtedly be 


built.

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HIS FINE TOMB IS II MYTH 


POPE LEO HAS BUILT 


NO MAUSOLEUM 


The Pontiff Has Only Lately Express- 


ed His Wishes as to 


and Place of Burial 


Special to The Journal: 


ROME, July 17.—The events of 
the 


last week have served to explode a 
story that has been current for a num- 
ber of years to the effect that Pope 
Leo XIII, had erected for himself a 
magnificent tomb as his last resting 
place. 
This tomb was frequently de- 


scribed as being constructed of Car- 
rara marble, with a lion upon the lid 
whose paws protect the pontifical tia- 
ra. 
On the right was suposed to be 


a. statue of Faith bearing a candle and 
the Holy Scriptures; on the left a 
figure of Truth bearing the coat of 
arms of Leo XIII upon a shield, and 
upon the pedestal the inscription: "Hie 
jacet Leo XIII, Pontifex Maximus. 
Pulvis est." (Here lies Leo XIII, Sov- 
ereign Pontiff. He is dust.) 


This story was so generally ciicula- 


ted that In many quarters it was ac- 
cepted as truth, despite the fact that 


v until his fata! Illness the Pope had 


never been known by his most inti- 
mate associates of the Vatican to ex- 
press any preference as to his final 
resting place. 
It was supposed by 


many who had enjoyed his fiiendship 
and confidence that his preference was 
for the splendid new basilica erected 
during the last fifty years outside 
the walls of the city upon the spot 
where St. Paul, the Apostle, is sup- 
posed to have been buried. 
Plus IX, 


raised most of the money and did most 
.of the work, and 
the church was 


Completed and 
decorated under the 


direction'of Leo XIII, although, strange 
to say, he never saw it. 


After his election to the pontificate, 


he remained a nominal prisoner in 
the Vatican, and before that, although 
he was in Rome much of the time 
he seems never to have had curios- 
ity enough to go out to Inspect the new 
church, which is a mile or more be- 
yond the city gates. 
Near by is a 


curious little chapel, erected three or 
four hundred years ago to mi.ik the 
spot where St. Peter and St. Paul 
had their last interview and embraced 
each other before going to martyrdom. 


It was supposed that Plus IX, would 


be burled in the new basilica' of St. 
Paul, In which he took so great an in- 
terest, but to the surprise of every- 
body he selected the old church of St. 
Lorenzo, in the most disreputable part 
of Rome, near by the principal ceme- 
tery. 
He was provided with a beau- 


• tiful tomb in a subterranean chamber, 


lined with the finest modern mosaics 
in the world. 
The sarcophagus is 


very plain piece of marble, severe in 
its simplicity, but its suroundings are 
superb. 


Shortly 
before 
he \\ as 
taken 
ill 


Pope Leo XIII expressed to Cardina: 
Satoili his wishes in legard to his 
funeral and burial, and it Is probable 
that he indicated in his will the same 
desires as to where he would like to 
lie, though it is possible that a numbei 
of years may elapse before the final 
disposition of his remains is 
made 


Thus, it was not 
until 
1SS2, many 


years after his death, that the remains 
of Pius IX, were finally removed from 
St. Peter's to the church of St. Loren- 
zo. It is definitely known that to Car- 
dinal Satoili Leo XIII, expressed the 
desSre to be burled in the Church of 
St. John Lateran 
The spot he desig- 


nated is on the left of the apse above 
the entrance to the sacristy, corres- 
ponding to the opposite niche in which 
is the monument erected by himself 
in 1S91 to Pope Innocent III. 
It is 


said that a statue of Pope Leo. form- 
ing part of the monument, has al- 
ready been made. 
In other respects 


the tomb will resemble that of Innocent 
III, consisting of a sarcophagus with 
a bas relief, two niches, two statues, 
and two medallions.

At the 
vnd of the six years it will doubtless be found that condi- 
tions have arisen which will make it "necessary" for 
her to extend the period, and perhaps by that time she will 
feel safe in asserting absolute and permanent sovereignty. 


Clearly the seizure of this important province fronting

'the Chinese Empire. Americans need not worry much ov-

San Francisco contractors, having 


filed at Washington the lowest of the 
sealed bids, will probably, in a few 
days, be awarded the government con- 
tract for the construction of a great 
irrigation system In West Central Ne- 
vada. 
A canal thirty-two miles long 


and fifty feet -wide is to be made from 
the Truckee river, about thirty miles 
easto f Reno, eastward fourteen miles 
parallel with the Central Pacific to 
Wadsworth, and thence southeastward 
eighteen miles into the Carson sink, 
which iH an immense, level, waterless 
desert about sixty miles in diameter, 
says the Carson News. 


Three hundied thousand acres of 


agricultural land will be created by 
this ditch. 
The government will open 


the whole district to settlers, each of 
whom may take up eighty, or at most 
1GO acres, under 
homestead claims, 


and without charge. 
The government 


will .supply all the water that is want- 
ed for irrigation, charging $2 a year 
for each acre supplied from the big 
canal. 
So vast is the area that it 


will accommodate between 30,000 and 
50,000 settlers on small farms. 


The Truckee river, at the 
point 


where the canal is to tap, is at this 
time of year a pure stream 200 feet 
wide and about three Ceet deep. From 
it will branch the canal as a large ar- 
tificial creek, twenty-one feet 
\\ide 


at the bottom, fifty-three feet wide at 
the top, fourteen feet deep and carry- 
Ing thirteen feet of water, or a volume 
of 1400 cubic feet a second. 


For convenience 
in figuring 
costs, 


the government divided the work into 
three divisions, the fiist a branch o£ 
six and one-hall' miles from the river, 
through fairly easy country; the sec- 
ond a stretch of about seven miles, re- 
quiring one tunnel of -100 feet, one of 
900 feet, and one 1400 feet in length; 
and the third, the stretch of eighteen 
miles down into the level, far-reach- 
ing desert, with its distant fringe of 
foothills 
and with 
the 
Humboldt 


mountains walling it on the north and 
the Carson sink mountains fencing it 
on the east. 


They will use between 1000 and 1500 


work horses, two or three steam shov- 
el,s several sand machines Cor exca- 
vating in the desert, and between" 1000 
and 2000 men. 
The men will be paid 


about $2.25 a clay of ten hours, and 
will be supplied board at twenty-five 
cents a meal, with fresh meat at every 
meal, abundance o f vegetables and 
dried fruit, on the principle that men 
fed well do the best work. 


The company will establish camps 


along- the llrte of the proposed canal, 
set up eating-houses and ilo its own 
butchering of cattle bought for 
the 


men. 
Large supply stores will be es- 


tablished at "Wiulsworth. 
and other 


points adjacent to the woik. 


This big irrigating canal for Nevada 


is but the beginning of the govern- 
ment's plan for the reclamation of the 
deserts of the Sagebrush State. Two 
others are to be started next year. One 


• will extend from Pyramid lake about 


eighteen miles. 
Pyramid lake is an 


extensive body of fresh water about 
fifty miles northwest of Wadsworth, 
and into it flows the Truckee river, 
without any outlet. 
The other pro- 


posed cann! has not bee definitely lo- 
cated yet. 
' 


The great canal now about to be 


started will require the damming- of 
the Truckee river and the divergence 
of Its course for a, while during the 
construction of the extensive 
flood 


gates, and at 
Intervals 
along 
its 


course there will be large branches 
into the neighboring country.
